1. Constitution and membership 

The Atomic Energy Control Board was established by the Atomic 
Energy Control Act 1946, 10 George VI chapter 37, assented to 31 
August 1946, and brought into force by Proclamation on 12 October, 
1946. 

By Section 4 of the Act, it is provided that the Board shall 
consist of the President for the time being of the National Research 
Council (presentiy Dr. 0.3. Mackenzie) and four other members to be 
appointed by the Governor in Council. 

By Order in Council P.C. 4045 of 26 September, 1946, the 
following were appointed to be members of the Board for a term of 
three years: 


General A.GL. McNaughton 
Mr. George C. Bateman 


and the following to be members of the Board for a term of two years: 


Dr. Paul E. Gagnon 
Mrs V.W.T. Scully; 


General McNaughton was appointed President of the Board.

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2. Directions from Committee 

By directions given by the Committee under section 7 of the Act, 
the Board has been required to consider and (subject to such approval 
of the Governor in Council or the Committee as is required by the Act) 
to deal with the matters with which the Board is, under the Act, 


required or empowered to deal and in particular with 
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(a) the making of rules for regulating the proceedings of the 
Board and the performance of its functions; 

(b) the appointment and employment of staff required by the Board; 

(c) the assumption of control and direction of the Chalk River 
(NRX) Project; 

(d) the making and administration of regulations under section 
9 of the Act; 

(e) the making of recommendations as to uranium supply and 
production. 


ings and Organizations 


Meetings of the Board have been held as follows: 
16, 17 and 18 October 1946, at Ottawa and Chalk River; 
6 January, 1947, at Ottawa; 
15 March, 1947, at Montreal. 
Rules for regulating the proceedings of the Board and the 
performance of its functions have been made. 
The following officers have been appointed:

It has become apparent 
that an additional scientific officer is needed and that additional staff 
will be needed in the administration of the regulations hereafter mentioned, 
but the policy of the Board is to keep staff at the minimum consistent 


with proper performance of the Board's functions.

1946, was transferred to the Board under Order in Council P.C. 4600 
of 5 November, 1946. 

It was arranged that National Research Council would take over 
operation of the project as from 1 February, 1947, Defence Industries 
Limited to complete construction of the works then authorized and in 
hand, additional works to be dealt with by National Research Council. 

The take-over of operation was accomplished without interruption 
of the work and both operation and completion of construction are 
proceeding satisfactorily. 

5. Control of Radio-active Substances 

Pending the making of regulations by the Board, control of 
Radio-active substances was continued by the Controller in close 
consultation with the Board. The Secretary of the Board was appointed 


Controller as from 5 December 1946. 


6, Regulations 


Regulations under section 9 of the Act were adopted by the Board 
at its meeting on 15 March, 1947, were approved by the Governor in 
Council to come into force 1 April 1947, and were laid before 
Parliament on 2 April, 1947. They provide for control of dealings in 
prescribed substances and in equipment specially designed or adapted 
for use in relation to atomic energy; for keeping the Board informed 
as to dealings in such substances and equipment; for security as to 
information, health, property and patent rights; for procedure for 
requisition and ees by the Board, for assistance to research 
and investigation; and for administration and enforcement of the 


regulations.

Te Uranium suoply and production 

With the cooperation of directors and officers of Eldorado Mining 
and Refining (1944) limited and of the Department of Mines and Resources, 
the situation as to uranium supply and production has been under review 
and the Board has made recommendations to the Committee. For obvious 
reasons, it is not in the public interest that specific information in 


this field should be published at this time. 


Ge Assistance to Research 
Subject to the appropriation by Parliament of the necessary funds, 
the Board proposes to make grants-in-aid for nuclear research during 
the fiscal year 1947-48 as follows: 
to McGill University, which is installing a 100,000,000 electron 
volt cyclotron -- $87,500. 
to The University of Saskatchewan, to assist in the provision of a 
20,000,000 electron volt betatron -~ $30,000. 
to the University of British Columbia, to assist in the provision 
of a Van de Graaf generator and linear accelerator -~ $32,500. 
In each case, the Board is satisfied that the necessary staff, buildings 
and ancillary equipment will be available for the effective use of the 
facilities, and that no duplication of existing Canadian research projects 


is involved. 


9. Encouragement to Prospecting 

It was not form. practicable to make regulations for the 
encouragement of prospecting, owing largely to uncertainty as to the 
international situation, but the position is being kept under continuous 
observation, in cooperation with the Department of Mines and Resources and 


Eldorado.
